Baltimore, Md., Oct. ll, 1968 
IMMEDIATE RELEASE

"You have just convicted Jesus Christ." This 
statement was made in open court on Friday, October 
ll, by a gallery member in response to the jury's ver- 
dict of guilty for each of the Catonsville 9 defendants, 
closing an inspirational week of trial and support for 
the 9. 

The statement from the courtroom gallery - -made 
in deep, official tones - -seemed itself a part of the 
court proceedings. Other gallery members followed 
suit in the clammy courtroom atmosphere by stating, 
"I second that," or, "American justice is a farce." 
Marshalls who had been imported from as far away as 
Oklahoma and from as near as the Pentagon (to "ob- 
serve") pointed out the.spokesman in the gallery - - 
then hustled the crowd out into the fifth floor hallway 
of the main Post Office, which houses the federal 
courts, There the activists began to cry - -or sing. 

The 9 - - who on May 17 had burned 800 1-A draft 
records with napalm at local board #33 in Catonsville- - 
were convicted on 3 counts: (1) the "depredation" (what- 
ever that means) "of government property, '"' (2) "des- 
truction of government property" (you don't want to 
miss that point about property), ad (3) "obstruction 
of" (dear old) "Selective Service." Actually "depre- 
dation" means injury - -as if the property (which,’ in 
this instance, stands for human life) were itself alive. 
If there is one area where the government doesn't want 
you messing around it is property - - property and the 
accoutrements thereof (to use a governmental kind of 
phrasing) - - property surrounded with power and near 
animated for appropriate worship. 


DAY ONE ‘in court, Monday, October 7th, saw two 
pdicus procedurés, In the morning, counséi for dé- * 

fense transferred county bench warrants for the’defend- 
ants to federal jurisdiction, Not that county and state 
officials hadn't tried to disrupt the great.community - 
defendant cooperation that began to form as the defend- 
ants began to arrive in town on,Friday, October 4th. 
Beginning with Dan Berrigan, ‘the state police picked up 
incoming defendants for missing a just-scheduled ar- 
raignment on the state charges for the Catonsville act- 
ion (a move rumored to give vice-presidential candi- 
date Spiro Agnew, governor of Maryland, credit for a 
tough "law and order" stance, or to keep the articulate 
defendants from organizing their community of support). 
These attempted arrests by the state seemed in con- 
flict with the feds, who had, after all, scheduled a trial 
for the 7th - -and it seemed embarrassing to the Balti- 
more city police, who took so much precaution for the 
week : performing great line up feats, or setting up 
special liason - PR men to communicate with the dem- 
onstrators (a move rumored to give Agnew an un- 
Daley like, gentlemanly stand on "law and order’). 

Jury selection - - by the judge and prosecution 
- - took up the afternoon. Counsel for defense 
waived their own right to strike or question jurors. 
What difference would screening the jury make to 
the defendants who freely admitted burning the files 
and freely predicted the verdict of guilty? 

The week then got underway as slowly in the 
court a8 it was moving fast outside in the streets, 
where - - to begin - - a march of 2,000 people took 
place in support of the 9. The march - - with many 
new Baltimore faces - - procevded smoothly to a ral- 
ly at the downtown War Memorial Plaza (productive 
of various right-wing and business-scum hecklers), 
then to the Post Office where chief government prose- 
cutor Stephen Sachs' sacred spot, the sidewalk before 

e main Post Office doors, was taken and kept for 

picketing. The defendants would reduce the court from 
within. “Lhe community had started the process out- 
side. 


DAY TWO, October 8, fully introduced some of the 
less savory characters in the drama: (1) the prosecut- 
ion, consisting of « simple Negro Tom and his lifeless 
white assistant (an ironic integration given the defend- 
ants and their work for civil rights), (2) an "objective" 
reporter from a local TV station, who testified about 
the moving film footage of the Catonsville action as it 
was shown to the jury (although it had been shown only 
in part to the public at the time of the original action 
due to the station's conservatism), (3) draft clerks, 
who assumed great protectiveness about "my records" 
and who showed great disgust for the defendants, to 
whom (in the case of the women involved) they referred

as "it", and (4) FBI agents, with their customary at- 
tention to trivia - scraped-up, charred remains, analy- 
ses of soap flakes (in the napalm), and thoughtful omis- 
sion of the reasons for the whole thing - - like the leaf- 
let against Dow chemical (the company that manufactures 
napalm) found by the wire baskets which the defendants 
used to carry the records. 

The first defendant to testify, Brother David Darst, 
started the real trial as he rapped from the stand on 
that Tuesday afternoon - -with dramatic demonstrations 
counterpointing outside - -a coffin delivered to Select- 
ive Service local boards at the Customs House in down- 
town Baltimore, and visits to draft board members in 
the downtown business district. 


DAY THREE brought the rest of the defendants to 
the stand, where - -quizzed by the four lawyers for the 
defense, Kunstler, Buchman, Freeman, «nd Cunning- 
ham - -they rapped long, deep raps, full of meaning 
for the peace movement, aggressive and casual raps, 
the prosecution's objections unsustained. 

Phillip Berrigan, SSJ, a World War lI infantry vet- 
eran and Josephite father with a long career in civil 
rights, recently convicted to six years imprisonment for 
an earlier action of pouring blood on draft files, began 
the day's testimony. ; 

The prosecution allowed that they would not contest 
the isBue of the reasonableness of the defendants' views, 
meaning a hot new precedent to Attorney Kunstler, who 
told the press that for the first time in open court the 
government had admitted that opponents of the Vietnam 
war might be "reasonable men."" The defendants freely 
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admitted from the stand that our government's long ina- 

bility to respond sympathetically to dissent had led them 
to escalate in action and frustration, and that they were 

desperate as well as loving men. (So the government's 

concession seemed no great shucks to this reporter.) 


At any rate, Phil was asked by Judge Rozwell Thomp- 
son whether someone who broke into the Baltimore 
peace movement headquarters, the Peace Action Center, 
might not be "as sincere as you?" To which Phil an- 
swered, ''Yes."' 


Judge: Would you feel they should be prosecut- 
ed? 

Phil: Their views would have to be prosecuted 
and tested, 

Judge: Should they be convicted? 

Phil: That would be your problem. 


George Mische, who had worked with the Alliance 
for Progress in Latin America, until resigning in pro- 
test over American foreign policy, was the third defend- 
and to take the witness cmir and, many thought, came 
on the strongest of all. George referred to the court 
that had tried the Baltimore Four for pouring blood on 
draft records as a "kangaroo court" which statement al- 
most brought Judge Thompson's gavel down. Thompson 
interrupted Mische at this point and told him that this 
court was not "trying the sentencing of the last triaL" 
Mische questioned the church's role in Guatamala. The 
judge told him that "Catholic bishops were not on trial 
here," George spoke frankly and directly to the jury a- 
bout the Nuremberg tribunal which he called an "apex of 
American morality," and he described a higher law which 
takes all precedence over draft law. He described atroc- 
ities performed at U.S. bidding in Guatamala. He talked 
back to the judge, who seemed childish and petulant in 
reply. 

Tom Melville, a Maryknoll priest prior to his ex- 
pulsion from Guatamala for his sympathies with the guer- 
illa movement, rapped about his work with cooperatives 
in Central America, and about the United Fruijt Company; 
infamous for exploitation of laborers iti Latin America.: 
The judge cut him off as he built up to his major indict- 
ments of U.S. imperialism. ‘We are not here trying the 
government of Guatamala," Judge Thompson said. Tom 
objected to the way the U. S. protects its honor in both 
Guatamala and Vietnam. ‘Parade and demonstrate all 
you want, "' he said, "to replace sewers, or for new high- 
ways. We took our dramatic action to protest murder. "' 

Mary Moylan, a registered nurse who had worked in 
Uganda, Africa, admitted to a "slight tussle" with draft 
clerk Mossberger when the latter had tried to reach the 
phone to call police. "Life is sacred,'' Mary said; "we 
put our napalm on paper - - not on human beings. More 
traditional dem ations died after Selma; they have 
become legalized institutionalized. '' She ended, sim- 
ply, by stating that the Catonsville action was summar- 
ized by the words, "Celebrate Life. ''The prosecution 
wanted to know whether draft clerk Mossberger had been

Counsel for.defense skirted contempt by suggesting 
that the jurors consider questions of conscience father 
- than of fact - - that they decide the case as they saw fit, 
without anwer to anyone. -The defense cited the John 
Peter Zenger case as precedent - - but the case was 
ruled preconstitutional and invalid. And Judge Thomp- 
son was careful to counter the defense by instructing the 
jurors - -over and over again- -that they were to find 
the defendants guilty if the defendants did what they were 
charged with and had intended to do so. The judge told © 
the jurors in his instructions to disregard any intent ar- 
ising from "outcry or protest to the war in Vietnam, de- 
sire by the defendants to raise a test case, or action by 
the defendants on the basis of some ‘higher law.'" Paul 
A. Freund, a Harvard law professor, has suggested, as 
reported in a New York Times article of September 19, 
1968 thata jury "should be allowed to acquit people who 
act in a measured way for reasons of conscience. "' 

Attorneys for the defense had, at least, been able 
to advance the political nature of the trial. The four = J 
lawyers used several devices - -from waiving all strikes 
against prospective jurors at the trial's beginning, to 
polling the jury at the trial's end ( so that they might put 
their grubby faces up into the light )- 

While the jury was out of the room, defense attorn- 
ey Buchman reviewed some of the instructions defense 
had urged the judge to use, sixteen, all of which Thomp- 
son had rejected, e.g. that there be acquittal if the de- 
fendants were found to be of good motive, if they hada 
reasonable belief in the invalidity of the war, if they 
acted to question the legality of the war or the constitut- 
ionality of the Universal Military Training Act, or if 
they had made an honest attempt to raise a test case. 
Defense had done its homework. 

As had the Baltimore community with mass demon- 
strations and rallies to accompany each courtroom day. 
The defendants had made it all possible. Despite 
the verdict, there was no doubt that the defendants had, 
with their community, completely directed the proceed- 

ings in the court, and turned it into their own forum. 
Their statements from the witness chair had ranged from 
their experiences with imperialism from Guatamala to Af- 
rica. 

And now - -in an unprecedented rap with the judge, 
while the jury deliberated, - - each defendant put forth more 
argument to the judge, the 9 standing ina row. (1) The 
judge allowed that there is much question about the war; 
he was asked to rule on its legality in his own court. (2) 
The judge stated that the rule of law is absolute; he was 
asked to enforce the spirit of the law, not its letter. (3) 
The judge allowed that his court was not capable of moral 

or political decisions; he was asked to make-decision for 
reform as a human being. ‘As a man," the judge said, "I 
have been moved. But we can never accomplish all we'd 
like, '' reducing himself toa 0. "I, too, am anxious to ter- 
minate the war," the judge went on... "work on your con- 
gressmen - get new persons elected, " Father Phillip Ber- 
rigan told the judge that he "had lost confidence in the in- 
stitutions of this country... they are not reforming." At 
this the judge lost his cool, demanding to know if Father 
Berrigan "was advocating revolution" and if so that he bet- 
ter consult his lawyer. 'Law is no longer responsive to 
the needs of people, "Phil-responded, “or to: morality. " 
At the end of the discussion, Father. Daniel Berrigan, 
Phil's brother, assured the judge that the defendants were 
not implying any merit in the court by the casual, seminar 
like dialogue. He then asked if the court might join the de- 
fendants in an "Our Father. '' Government prosecutor-hack, 
»| Stephen Sachs, agreed with some grace that the government 
would "rather welcome the idea," and the entire court rose 
for the prayer: gallery, government flunky FBI agents and

injured; it turned out no, as Defense Attorney Freeman 
asked about the difference between force and violence. 
The prosecution wanted to know whether’ the destruction 
of slum properties would be a celebration of life. "Yes," 
Mary answered. 

.. Tom Lewis, a Baltimore artist now serving time 
with Phil Berrigan for the earlier action of pouring ~ 
blood on draft files, was next to take the chair. This 
time around the judge stated we were neither trying 
Tom's ability as an artist nor the "entire economic af- 
fairs of the world." .The judge had quite a ball with the 
"not trying" bit, restricting his court from having much 
to say about anything, thus restricting his court from 
any humanity. € 


Judge: Did you know you were breaking the law? 
Tom: I was keeping the law, a higher law. 

Judge: But the statute, the law on the books? 
Tom: I was aware of it. But I was not concerned. 


John Hogan - -who had worked in Guatamala as a 
Maryknoll brother at carpentry, plumbing, office man- 
agement, and bulldozing - -took the stand, He used, at 
one point, the need to divert an uncontrolled car from 
crashing into children as an analogy to the 9's draft 
board action, The driver would even be grateful that 
someone crashed into him to stop him. John said he 
just "wanted persons to live." 

Marjorie Melville - -former nun and Tom's wife - - 
told the court more about U.S. involvement in Guatamala 
and about her own participation, there, in the activist 
group CRATER, She was forthright, a complement to 
Tom, and like John before her... in a different way than 
George... reached the jury as effectively as they would 
be reached, 

Dan Berrigan - -Phil's brother, poet, and Jesuit ‘ 
priest - -described his experiences in France (with its 
own Vietnam war) and in South America (with its great 
poverty), He read from his "Meditation" on the Catons- 
ville action: 'We say killing is disorder; life and gentle- 
ness and community and unselfishness is the only order 
we recognize." He then read a poem from his recent 
book Night Flight to Hanoi, He went on to tell the jurors 
that he had acted to "save your children." And the judge 
told the jurors that Dan's adherence to his religious prin- 
ciples was no defense. 

Day Three was all the defense the 9 needed. 

But it was DAY FOUR that finished off the court. 
The government summarized. Little for them to do af- 
ter the FBI had handed them the casc. Attorney Kunst-. 
ler made summation for the defense. He reminded the 
court of the importance of this moment, that the defend- 
ants agreed with the facts, that the defendants had tried 
other courses, that the jury should weigh the defendants' 
Statements, and that the inanimate records should be 
put beside life and death.

The fact that the 9 had taken direct bodily action against 
the draft, and the fact that they had acted a3 quickly, in as 
timely a fashion, as possible. 

The poet, Robert Bly, speaking at one of the nightly 
forums, hit on the first point, that the 9 had put their bod- 
ies on the line, had involved them once, by dragging the 
files into the parking lot to burn them, twice, by appear- 
ing in court to risk the third involvement which would be 
the most severe - incarceration. It struck me, this use 
of the body, similar, as well, to parades, sports, or hav-. 
ing a cold - any of which might also involve the body. The 
9's involvement stands as a tribute to their clear choice 
for action with severe consequences; it rises above all 

the gab the peace movement can put together, above the 
peaceful competition in sports or disease, possibly above 
even sex. 

The judge himself picked up on the second idea, that 
of timing. After all is said and done, he seemed to imply, 
our disagreement is one of pace. "I, too, am anxious to 
terminate the war," he whined, ''so I'll be voting in the 
next election. This would not be fast enough for you.’ Phil 
Berrigan - -who had acted for a second time against the 
draft even while waiting sentencing for pouring blood on 
files - -stated that, indeed, change was not taking place 
fast enough. ‘The law is no longer subject to the needs of 
The trial was one means of reaching people more 
quickly - -reaching the jury and the public. But "our jur- 
y was by no means a cross-section, " Phil had stated during 
the courtroom dialogue. (Dan Berrigan had said he acted 
to save sons of the jurors; Tom Melville had stated that 
he meant to reach the jurors as "representatives of the 
American people.) The judge answered Phil that a new 
law on jury selection was indeed soon to be passed. "How

much time is left,'' Phil asked, getting back to broader 
issues, "One judge's ruling might end the war," George 
Mische had stated, In every case the judge's response 
was negative. Realizing the necessity for change, the 
judge still refused to participate in it. 

Tom Lewis and Phil Berrigan had acted against the 
draft for a second time in Catonsville to make the very 
point that Johnson's withdrawal and the Paris peace talks 
were but another. of the country's liberal hypocrisy-fa- 
cades. They have been borne out by time as the war 
grinds on, and the judges negatives are but more rot 
holes in the tottering building of America. 

Besides bodily action and timing, a third force worth 
mentioning in relation to the trial is the force of poetry- 
-which will surely be neglected by the establishment 
press - -the force of poetry, brother to newsprint wheth- 
er this society wills it or not. Dan Berrigan started the 
rap between judge and defendants by stating, "We cannot 
adjust to the atmosphere of the court where eventa are,.... 
excluded - we are sure we are men that havea soul-_. 
we should not be dismembered, as if this were an autop - 
sy.."" The judge had no recourse before these truths but 
to his "rule of law," the law "as I see it, "' abdicating an- 
y claim to being human. He stated that he could hardly 
match Dan's "poetic eloquence" as if the poetry were oth- 
er than plain, human response. "I admire your feeling 
of vocation, '' said the judge, little realizing that Dan was 
merely practicing that "occupation" of being human. "In 
other countries," the judge told Dan, "you'd be in your 
coffin. '' Perhaps true, but in this situation an effort on 
the judge's part to pull Dan down to the judge's level - 

6 feet under. 

Perhaps the most potent specific to come from the 9 
was the contribution in their press statement to what the 
Baltimore 4 had termed "discriminate destruction of 
property. '' Where the 4 had used the phrase in terms of 
draft files, the 9 broadened it to include "examples of 
properties having no right to exist. Hitler's gas ovens, 
Stalin's slave labor camps, weapons of chemical-biolog- 
ical or nuclear warfare, slum properties, and files of - 
conscription, '' The Milwaukee 14, who, on September 
24th burned 20,000 Milwaukee draft files, stated 'So 
property is repeatedly made enemy of life: gas ovens in 
Germany, concentration camps in Russia, occupation 
tanks in Czechloslovakia, pieces of paper in draft offices, 
slum holdings, factories of death machines, germs and 
nerve gas.'"' They repeated the 9, “Some property has no 
right to exist." 

It can be seen by the indictments, at least two of which 
have to do with property ("depredation of, destruction of") 
that, again, if anything is sacred to this country, well, 
property is it, and any creative approach to property 
will contribute to our movement - building right proper- 
ty, or as the 9 in one of their strongest ideas, eliminat- 
ing wrong property. 

We aren't at railroad bridges or power line yet (un- 
less in Berkely) but there will, if the government does- 
n't move, come a time. 

So, with the solidarity of the Baltimore community 
and the action of the Milwaukee 14, with peace dignitaries 
rapping at forums every night of the trial, the week 
made a farce of the feds,.. many draft cards burned, 
many minds changed about the war. 

The blood pouring and Spock trials seemed confined 
in contrast to these new, casual disdains in court. Every- 
one but the prosecution, well, probably them too, was 
stoned out by the 9. 

Were it possible to make contempt of this court out 
of an article, no writer would refuse the chance, but the 
Catonsville 9 erased the court in Baltimore. It no long- 
er exists to rate contempt. The 9 stomped it out. Which 
court is next?

"Don't take off that hat, boy Be 
proud, Stand up for your convic- 
tions. You're for Wallace, huh boy?") 
Up, up-Park Ave. Everyone was 
singing. Jiving. The street blacks 
were lending esprit to a demonstra- 
tion, The one that afternoon was 
different, it was all white. Pale. 

This march was swingin’, baby. 

Left turn at Lexington. Flash, 
Suddenly everyone is taking flight, 
illegality, civil disobedience of the 
paranoids, not the priests. This 
is where the dogs came in. 

They appeared, complete with 
handlers and black leather straps. 
Big teeth. Hungry. Everybody went 
nuts. Running up the street. And then 
and then, along come the cops from the 
other direction, closing off the streets.

Just like 
King Midas' barber shouting 'donkey 
ears' to a hole in the ground, we didn't 
matter, - 

Now it was different. No long range 
planning for the day had accounted for us. 
The cops were in the field and a long way 
from headquarters.

The crowd was running.

I looked to my right and saw a dem- 
onstrator pulled down from behind by a 
police dog. The pig started beating the 
man while the dog chewed on. Lay off 
we shouted. The outnumbered cop was 
unmoved because reinforcements had 
just arrived, Horses up and down the 
street where there was nothing but 
chaos and feai. And from the east end 
of the street came more dogs. We ran 
west. Straight into a wall of cavalry, 
dogs, cops, and Mace, It was a sense- 
less trap. 

I was still shouting for calm and the 
dogs were still biting when 1 was Maced 
in the face. I went blind. My lips 
swelled up and aside from knowing I had 
been Maced I couldn't tell what was 
coming off. Everything was dark and 
noisy. Then I was arrested,

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Gas Masks at the Basilica 


Sunday afternoon starting at about 4 p.m. There 
-was a picket line for peace in front of the Basilica of the 
Assumption, 50 or 60 marchers took part, peacefully, and 
with a dignity befitting the day, the Sabbath. On the other 
hand, across the street, 20 rowdies, necks of rose, 
shouted obscenities into the calm Sunday sky. Many police 
were present, wearing, for some undetermined reason, 
gas masks, National Guard trucks drove by at a steady 
rate, pumping the military into the heart of the city. The 
pro-war demonstraitors brought their own Viet Cong flag 
which they danced upon before ripping it to shreds. Many 
people coming from the church joined the anti-war demon- 
strators and marched with them. 


The Streets Are Ours 


Sunday night with the naturalness of rising dough 
and falling water, the people of Baltimore took to the 
streets. They did it to defend their own against the police 
and they succeeded. They dug it. It was the first time the 
people of Baltimore had been so together and it was evi- 
dent afterward that they surprised even themselves. 

The people pushed out of St, Ignatius Hall where 
George Mische and Thomas Melville had spoken to a 
packed rally (maybe 700 or 800 people, many of them 
priests, many of them plain-clothes cops) and mattressed 
the two men against police attempts to arrest them. 

They ‘hustled Mische and Melville to their get-away 
Volkswagen which was parked up on St. Paul's Street, 
and they spread out over the street to prevent a group of 
police cars from giving pursuit. The VW sped away, out 
of the hands of the cops, and directly to the Towson Coun- 
ty Courthouse where the two men surrendered themselves. 

The rally out of which we elbowed and buttocked our- 
selves was an initial event in the projected activities of 
the next few days, the end goal of which was to free the 
Catonsville Nine--the ones who napalmed the draft re- 
cords in Catonsville, Maryland on May 17th. 

The rally, up until the moment when the defendants 
‘were escorted from the hall, was uneventful, but char- 
acterized by impressive speeches. William Kunstler, 
one of the lawyers for the Nine, stressed the importance

On September 30 the City Council of 
Baltimore met and rejected by a vote ot 10-8 
Mayor D'Alesandro's nomination o1 Walter 
Carter to the oifice of Director o1 the Com- 
munity Action Agency. During the tollowing 
week the Mayor reportedly tried to influence 
enough councilmen to change their vote so that 
he could resubmit Carter's name and have it 
accepted, Curiously though, his influence 
wasn't strong enough to keep Mimi "Patronage" 
DiPietro from hooking out of the voting to the 
World Series. When Council met again on 
October 7 the Mayor still didn't have the votes 
he needed. He didn't bother to resubmit Car- 
ter's name, 

For many leaders of the black communi- 
ty the blocking of the appointment of Walter 
Carter to the CAA directorship was the last 
straw. This act, following so closely the firing 
of John O. Hopkins, convinced them that it was 
futile to work within the system of a city gov- 
ernment which consistently denied them the 
opportunity to solve their own problems with 
their own leadership. The shocking and ap- 
palling fact of the Carter rejection was that not 
one of the "City Fathers" could give anything 
resembling a sensible reason for their act. 
Thus, they were left indefensibly open to the 
charge of racism, 

After the close of the second City Coun- 
cil meeting on the question of Walter Carter's 
nomination, an angry Parren Mitchell made 
this statement to the press: 

"}'m advocating that we no longer be- 
come # part of this government, se long as 
those racist men in this Council dominate the 
liberal elements. 1 am severing my connec- 


 tfons-wifhthose city agencies where I am @ 


member, and I hope that others will follow." 
His wish did not go unheeded. Two days 
later, on October 9, 12 of the 21 commission- 
ers of the CAA presented their resignations 
to Mayor D'Alesandro. This mass resignation 
was highly significant as 9 of those who re- 
signed were poor people from the target area. 
The philosophy of the program is that the peo- 
ple from the community must be involved on 
all levels. With the resignations, this con- 
dition no longer exists, and the OEO may be 
forced to stop funding the Baltimore CAA. In 
fact, the 12 who resigned have formed an ad 
hoc committee with other community leaders, 
both black and white,and submitted a petition 
of grievances to Washington (in person) as 
well as to the Mayor and City Council The 
petition concludes by ealling for an investiga- 
tion of the city governing structure, which has 
repeatedly thwarted the attempts of the poor, 
black and white alike, to improve their lives. 


These are the bare facts of Walter Carter's 
nomination and rejection. But what is really 
important is the circumstances of this most 
recent episode of racial conflict and alienation. 
In order to gain some perspective on the prob- 
lems of CAA and its needs for leadership, 
BFP spoke with Mrs. Madeline Murphy, one 
of the resigning commissioners of the CAA 
board and one of the members of the ad hoc 
committee mentioned above. The following 
report reflects and concurs with her view of 
the situation. 

From its beginning the CAA has not had 
sufficient funds to operate effectively, and it 
has been hamstrung and harrassed by city 
government and city agencies. One indication 
of the actual interest and attitude of city gov- 
ernment to the poverty problem is that pro- 
grams sponsered by the CAA (such as Small 
Business Development Center, Day Care, 
Rent Subsidy, Legal Aid for the Poor, Opera- 
tion Champ, etc.) have been held financially 
at the level of shoestring operations, whereas 
programs which did not originate from the 
poor people and their organizers (Planned 
Parenthood, Neighborhood Youth Corps, etc.) 
have been amply and quickly funded and sup- 
ported. Another fundamental] problem is the. 
rigid Civil Service rating system which does 
not permit CAA‘ employees with ranks of 1 or 
2 (the poor people from the neighborhoods) to 
advance their positions, 

Under these conditions the CAA com- 
missioners had served the role of peacemakers 
between the poor, the CAA staff, and the city 
government. But early in the summer of this 
year when both Parren Mitchell, the Execu- 
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tive Director of CAA, and Stanley Mazur, the 
Associate Director, resigned, ten of the 
commissioners resigned also. They were 
tired of defending a program which had be- 
come absurd in its condition of weakness. Also 
they were concerned about the conflict in pur- 
pose between their own program and the newer 
Model Cities program, which represented a 
potential $80 million in funds as compared to 
the War on Poverty's $14 million. 

Mayor D'Alesandro reacted with concern 
to these resignations (it's threatening to have 
one's carefully built facade crumble) and met 
several times with the commssioners. The 
result of their talks was a nine point agree- 
ment between the CAA commission and Mr. 
D'Alesandro. At the Mayor's request, this 


agreement was kept secret. The third point of 
the agreement was that he fight for the appoint- 
ment of Walter Carter as Director of CAA. This 
explains why Carter's name was the only one 
submitted for approval to the Council. 

The commission supported Walter Carter 
because its members felt that he was the only 
person who could inject new life into CAA and 
bring about a good working relationship between 
CAA and Model Cities. They knew he had the 
support of the CAA staff and, most importantly, 
of the poor people of the communities as well. 

In the face of this support, and in the face 
of the fact that Walter Carter was obviously 
qualified for the job, ten members of the City 
Council found reason to vote against him. Since 
the motive for the vote against Carter was not 


- apparent and could only be interpreted as an ex- 
ample of racism, BFP sought an interview with . 


one of the councilmen who had yeted no. - To get 
euch an interview proved to be-less than easy. 
Whea Mr. Jerome Dashner of the Stu District 
was contacted be stated flatly that be would not 
speak to us_on the subject of Walter Carter.. 
Finally, an interview was olitained (by not. : 
going through proper channels) with Mr. Joseph 
V. Mach of the 2nd District. 

Mr. Mach was confronted immediately 
by BFP with the question: Why did you vote 
against Walter Carter? After some evasive 
tactics, which amounted to asking the reporter 
why he (Mach) should vote for Carter, he 
finally gave a direct answer. 

"One thing was that there was supposed 
to be three names submitted, and we only got 
one." 

The point was made to Mr. Mach that the 
rea] issue was the man himself. Others had 


_seen fit to vote for him, despite the questionable 


technical factor of three names required. 

"OK," Mach said, "let me tell you now, 
The truth of the matter is that Carter didn't 
have the support of the Negro community. Lots 
of them are against him. I got phone calls from 
colored people asking me not to vote for him. 

I don't want to put the finger on anybody, but I 
could name you names." 

"Tf this is true,'' BFP asked, "then why 
did twelve of the commissioners of CAA resign 
in protest of Carters refusal by Council?" 

"They were swayed by higher-ups, '' Mach 
responded with strong conviction. "Somebody 
put pressure on them to resign. They didn't do 
it.on their own; they were persuaded. " 

The subject was brought around to Walter 
Carter again, and BFP asked Mach if he had 
other reasons for voting as he did--for instance, 
did he agree with those who described him as a 


; militant? 


E "Yes, I think he has been too militant at 
times, '' Mach answered, Then he added, "And 
he has a domineering type personality. Once he 
was quoted as calling Mayor D'Alesandro a 
racist and a bigot."

"Every year at Christmas," he said, "I 
give a party for 500 underprivileged children. 
"And you know what else?" he continued, 
"J'll tell you what to do about poverty. You lib-

R: What does it say about power, how it's 


exercised in the United States, if the 
people who run the Party in power, run 
the country, run the war, make such bad 
decisions about choosing the location for 
their convention, and choosing a strategy 
to contain demonstrations. Shows they're 
incapable, tt seems to me, 

B: Well, there's no question of that. No 
question of their inefficiency. 


R: Et seems to me that there a lot of 
parallels between Chicago and Vietnam 
in that they applied the same strategy of 
massive pinpointing of force at every 
point of insurgency in hopes to eliminate 
the insurgency before it could grow. And 
they achieved exactly the opposite effect 
in both Chicago and Vietnam. . . were 
you surprised at the attitudes of most 
of the demonstrators? 

B: No. The only thing that surprised me 
at all was that they seemed to be much 
more organized than I had anticipated, 


coming as I had now from England, I've 
been away for three years now. Three 
years ago there was really nothing com- 
parable. I would say that the whole pic- 
ture has changed immeasurably in three 
years. 


R: That was a functional organization. 
It was organized not on a static bureau- 
cratic level, where people gave orders 
down from the top. 

B: Yes, There again was something I 
found quite impressive. And something 
that I had not seen before. Possibly 
something that has not existed before. 


R: It seemed to me in Chicago there 
were a lot of people of liberal mythology. 
There were these kind of McCarthy kids 
who constantly said, "Well let's not be 
provocative towards the police, because 
they'll attack us." After the police had 
already attacked on five different oc- 
casions without provocation. It seemed 
that there was this whole residue of the 
liberal methods still maintained in a 
large part of the crowd, 
B: True, That I agree with. But of 
course there's a tremendous contrast 
in my mind between, let's say, the old 
Communist demonstrations in the 1930's 
which were also definitely organized to 
get incidents, create incidents, They 
wanted the police to fire into the crowd 
or do something like that, But there you 
felt tt was all being run on an absolutely 
bureaucratic basis. This man gave an 
order. That man gave an order. There 
was no question of these orders right 
down the line--right down to the people 
who were going to be the incident, I 
didn't feel any sort of bureaucratic, 
hierarchical control, and yet, there was 
organization. 
R: It's been thought a lot of times that 
the way the Movement in the United 
States is organized is a way that it's 
impossible for the authorities to con- 
tend with. Because, at any point, if they 
arrest a hundred leaders, it really 
doesn't affect the Movement, 
B: Yes, Well you could see that from the 
results achieved, There's only one thing 
that has occurred to me and that is that 
the Yippies are rather too conspicuous. 
R: How do you mean? 
B: Well, they look like Yippies, Par- 
ticularly to move frqm one place to 
another, Now, for example, anybody 
with a beard, anybody that looks like a 
Yippie is being turned back at the border 
of Mexico, They wouldn't let Allen Gins- 
berg in. . . until he went to the consul. 
He finally did get in. 
R: How important do you think the sym- 
bol of rebellion are? 
B: It seems to me it depends on the 
state of the rebellion. When it gets toa 
certain point, the rebellion must zo 
underground, How long does an under- 
ground last that has a uniform? Certain- 
ly to get from one place to another. If 
they want to get into Chicago or into 
another town, now what would the strat- 
egy be if this should start to happen in 
another city. The strategy would be to 
keep them out of the city. And how would 
they keep them out of the city? Because 
they would be able to spot them. Now if 
they all put on business suits and went 
into the city, by the time they were in 
there they could put on anything they 
liked, But to get in, they should look 
like anybody else, Suppose they wanted 
to go to Mexico for a confrontation. If 
they did, that would be quite a different 
cenfrontation from Chicago. Mexican 
police are apt to use machine guns 
rather than clubs, But they wouldn't get 
in if they went there in a trailer truck 
with signs all over them and beards, 
etc. They'd be stopped at the border, 
Most countries in Europe are not let- 
ting them in now, 


R: Do you think that peaple with power 
in this country have much waderstanding 
of the upheaval brewing beneath them, 
not just among the young people, but 
among the blacks? Do they have a real 
understanding? 

B: I would say on a top level, very much 
80. I think that power in this country is

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INTERVIEW WITH A SELF-MADE MAD BOMBER

Dawn, July 16, 1945, $:29:45 Mountain War Time. A brilliant pinprick 
of light heralds the explosion of the world’s first atomic bomb. 


Q. WELL, JOSH, I GUESS WE'LL GET STARTED WITH A LITTLE 
BACKGROUND. HOW OLD ARE YOU? 


J. Twenty-one. 


Q. SO MUCH FOR THE BACKGROUND. HOW DID YOU GET STARTED 
IN THIS. I MEAN, BLOWING UP POLICE CARS AND CIA OFFICES IS 
A PRETTY BIG STEP! I MEAN, IT'S THE "REAL THING!" 


J. Yeah, it sure is. 


Q. WHAT I MEANT WAS, WHAT IS YOUR POLITICAL BACKGROUND? 
WHAT BROUGHT YOU TO THE STATE OF CONSCIOUSNESS WHERE 

YOU FEEL THE ONLY WAY TO BRING ABOUT CHANGE IS BY BLOWING 
UP POLICE CARS AND CIA OFFICES? 


J. Well, I don't know,man. It seems you'd have to go all the way back 
to when I was born. But that's all bullshit. But it's all real too. I don't 
know, man. I'd Much Rather tell people how to Blow Things Up than 

talking about all this bullshit. 


Q. OK. TELL US ABOUT YOUR LATEST EXPLOIT: THE CIA OFFICE 
IN ANN ARBOR. 


J. Oh, yeah, that was a groove, The whole thing about bombing places 
and sabotage and espionage is that it's like all out of the movies and 
cloak and dagger shit, --it's all that, but then, it's real, too, I mean 
you Really Are riding on the back of a motorcycle at 100 mph with 20 
sticks of dynamite to go blow.something up, you know, And so it gets 
pretty funny sometimes when you try to do things the way they are in the 
movies and then you get stuck with some reality, sometimes they aren't 
both the same; like when I was going to Blow Up the CIA, first I had 
to go to Detroit to get the Dynamite. It was supposed to be stashed in 
this alley, and I got to Detroit and drove around to be sure I wasn't followed, 
you know, all that movie stuff, 1 drove by the stash to make sure there 
were no FBI dudes running about; --you have to remember that this 
is after Emmett and I blew up a whole shitload of stuff, in Detroit 
--and the FBI and the CIA and the pigs were thicker than flies on shit, 
in that neighborhood; in fact, a few of our brothers were being 
Followed by the FBI at all times. 

Anyway, I drove down the alley real slow. I got to the stash and 
turned off the car and just sat there to make sure I wasn't followed, 
and man was | scared; you know, I mean, this is the shit you get Shot for, 
but anyway I got out and walked over to the garbage cans where the 
dynamite was supposed to be, but I couldn't find it. I looked in all the 
garbage cans and all the sacks, but it wasn't there. I was pretty pissed 
off, but I was pretty scared too, so I got back in the car and split. Therm 
I made up my mind that it had to be there, so 1 went back, and I was 
going to take all the garbage cans, man that was about 6 or 8, I picked 
up this stack of garbage and put it in the car but it Stunk so bad I had to 
get rid of it. When I lifted it out of the back seat, the damn sack broke, and 
bottles and cans and all this rank shit garbage went all over, and there 
I was, trying to be real James Bond -like, knee deep in garbage, and 
bottles clanging up and down the alley. So I just got pissed off and split.- 
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At .034 seconds after detonation a dazzling cloche of fire spills across 
the desert, acquiring a skirt of radioactive dust. The shot tower has 
already been vaporized. 


SO YOU NEVER DID GET THE 8TUFF? 


Oh, yeah, we got it. We got it the next night. 


TELL US ABOUT THE NIGHT OF THE BOMBING, 
Well, Emmett and I just smoked a lot of dope and made up the bomb. 


HOW DID. YOU MAKE UP THE BOMB? 


Ah, I'm glad we're getting to something real. Well, you have 3 parts to 
the bomb. Fuse, blasting cap and sticks. 3 feet of fuse will burn for 2 min- 
utes. You take the fuse and fray the ends, you stick one end in the blasting 

cap and tape it there, adhesive tape is the best or plastic tape, you know that 
black shit. Then you tape the blasting cap to 2 sticks of dynamite, then you 

just tape on as many sticks as you want, keeping the blasting cap in the mid- 
die of the bomb.

Q. HOW DO YOU PLACE THE CHARGE? 


J. Well mostly it depends on how scared you are. Sometimes you just 
light it and throw it, but this is bad because you have to be sure the fuse is 
lit correctly, sparks have to be coming from the fuse. What we did in Ann 
Arbor was, well this is another weird story, do you want to hear it?

Q. SURE. 


J. We made the bomb which was 5 sticks and a little less than 3 feet of fuse, 
and put it in a paper bag. We started out to the CIA office in this car we 
borrowed, Emmett was driving and son-of-a-bitch we were halfway there in 
downtown Ann Arbor when the god damn horn stuck. So there we were in 
down town Ann Arbor with this fucking bomb and the horn on our car blowing 
all the time. We pulled into this parking lot to fix the horn and | sat there 
with 5 sticks of dynamite and tried to look inconspicuous, what a weird scene 
Finally we drove to the front of the building and stopped, but then some ass- 
hole pulled right up behind us and stopped. We just hauled ass man, that was 
too much. We smoked some more dope and decided to go back. We were 
going to tape it to the window but we were kind of shook up s0 we just laid it 
in front of the door and split. The rest is history as they say. 


Q. WHY DID YOU PICK THE CIA? 


J. Well, I guess this is getting back to the question of why we feel it is 

right to blow stuff up. See, we've tried to tell people to change, we've writ- 
ten letters to the straight press, we've written articles in the underground 
press, we live a good life but the people in power won't change, pot is still 
illegal, our black brothers are still getting shot in the street, Huey was con- 
victed, everything man, they just keep fucking with us. We fee] like Che did, 
that in the end armed struggle is the only thing that is going to bring about 

the change, armed struggle with us seizing power. See man, we'll only use the 
tactics that the oppressor makes us use, if they could change peacefully then 
good, but they can't and they won't. For instance you see that when we blew 
up*the CIA office that the next day they had 10 pigs assigned to guard the 

place, plus all the FBI and CIA and other dudes that were kept busy. And 

you see that was 10 pigs that weren't in the ghetto and 10 FBI dudes who 
weren't fucking with draft card burners, and the whole thing is to keep these 
fuckers running all over hell so they can't fuck with people, I mean we're - 
stone hippies, I mean we came out of that whole thing, we believe that every- 
thing should be free, the best way to make everything free is to get rid of 

the capitalistic system. So we've joined with all the Liberation Fronts around 
the world to f capitalism. 


Q. YOU'RE A SOCIALIST OR A COMMUNIST, THEN? 


J. Sure, but only as a starting point, we will go way beyond Moscow or 
Peking or even Cuba for that matter. We'll probably have to fight some 


weird kind of communistic government in 20 years, but in the end we'll all 
be free. 


Q. HOW DO YOU SEE CZECHOSLOVAKIA? 


J. Ah shit, man, that just shows that Communism don't work either, be- 
cause they still have money, But still Russia had to stop the Czech gwern- 
ment from going capitalistic, it's the lesser of the two evils. 


Q. WHAT ARE YOUR PLANS NOW? 

J. Oh, I don't know man, I think Emmett and I are going to split up, for 

a while anyway, we'll probably leave Michigan, it's getting pretty hot around 
here, But we'll just keep doing what we have been until we get killed, 


Q. YOU FEEL YOU'RE GOING TO BE KILLED? 


J. Sure. 


Q. HOW? 

J. In battle,-how else? See once you reach a certain awareness your every 
act your every breath is an act of revolution, the life we live, the way we 
dress, our sexual mores, our music, our poetry, everything is a revolu~ 
tionary act, and the oppressor will try to wipe it out. 


Q. WHAT DO YOU HAVE TO SAY TO PEOPLE WHO ARE GOING TO START 
BLOWING THINGS UP? 


J. Just good luck. 
Q. ARE THERE ANY HINTS YOU CAN GIVE THEM? 


J. Yeah, they should read all of Che Guevara's books, especially Guerrilla 
Warfare. Get feeling holy, fuck alot, eat good food, smoke a lot of dope. 
Don't get into it to the extent that you lose sight of the whole, don't lose your 
sense of humor. But most of all just do it.

were told. And that has not changed a 
bit. The real orders are coming from 
an oligarchy of extreme wealth.

R: If that's the case, one can surmise 
that the eastern wealth was behind 
Nelson Rockefeller. And of course if 
Nelson was running for the Presidency 
you'd expect David Rockefeller and all 
the powers of the Chase Manhattan Bank 
to be behind it, and yet Nelson ran what 
could be called a pathetic campaign. 

B: Well I don't think that you could as- 
sume that they ever intended to put in 
Nelson Rockefeller. 1 mean what they 
intend is not apparent at all on the sur- 
face. 


R: And so the forces of contradiction 
move forward. What do you think is 
going to be the overall strategy of the 
people in power? How do you think 
they're going to try to handle it? 

B: It's hard to say. They've never been 
as threatened as they are right now from 
80 many quarters. My guess will be 
they'll start a nuclear war. 

R: You expect that, 

B: Yes, 

R: With China. 

B: Yes, 

R: In concert with Russia or with Russia 
sitting it out? 

B: If they can get a nod from Russia that 
they'll stay out. Because if they took on 
both Russia and China, we would be 
pulverized, 

R: And the function of such a war would 
be to maintain their absolute power like 
they did during the McCarthy era, after 
World War IL To develop complete obe- 
dience. 

B: Well, of course, as soon as.they‘'d 
declared war, it would be a police state, 
100 per cent.

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And if it's what you might call a 100 per 
cent police state, that means that there 
are no forces in opposition. 

R: At least overt opposition. 

B: Or effective opposition. There may 
be an underground, But I mean there are 
no official forces, Nothing like, say, the 
civil liberties unions or anything of that 
sort to oppose this police power. There's 
very. little that opposes police power in 
Russia. 


R: The Movement forces in the country 
tend to identify with Third World coun- 
tries. Countries like Cuba and Vietnam. 
As opposed to the Soviet Union and 
Eastern European countries, And the 
kind of direction they'd like us to head 

is some way the direction that say, Cuba 
and Vietnam are trying to head, Do you 
think that's applicable at all? 

B: Well, I think there's a bit of romanti- 
cism in it, After all, Che Guevara and 
Castro, really their tactics date back to 
the nineteenth centuxy. Effective in areas 
which are a hundred years back like 
Latin America, But I don't think too ef- 
fective in a highly industrialized society 


like America, 
R: Is the outcome of our struggle based 


on the number of humans we can mobi- 
lize, or is it largely dependent on the 
new technology? 

B: Well, I wouldn't say dependent on the 
new technologies, And rather not the

R: Were you surprised by that uprising 
in France? : 

B: I was surprised by it. I had been in 
France and I thought the French had the 
young people really down. I was surprised 
by it. I was delighted by tt. in another 
sense, because | thought by God they're 
really breaking up. 

R: You don't think the latent potential 
is sitting in England? 

B: I hope so. I would love—I would love 
—to see something like that happen in 
England, But tt must happen after they 
get rid of the idea of this bloody Queen. 
Bo long as they have any subservience to 
that image, it's hopeless. I think I can

Baltimore's oldest 
living boutique .. .

Moviegoing in Baltimore has been 
pretty dull lately, and Barbarella 
--currently playing all over town-- 
is one of the dullest. Directed by 
Roger Vadim ("And God Created 
Woman," "Circle of Love," "Les 
liaisons Dangereuses"), it stars 
his present wife, Jane Fonda, as 
a sexy space explorer, adventuring 
throughout the universe. 

Based on Grove Press's most 
commercial book yet, the work 
is supposed to be the equivalent of 
an adult comic book (Playboy style). 

But the problem, it seems to 
me, is that most adults should 
demand a little more than a comic 
book in their film-going--and in 
Barbarella, they just don't get it. 

Jane Fonda, while sexy enough 
(big tits), manages to look almost 
cute, and her Playboy-pin-up 
quality turned me off. She is so 
safe looking, so cliche sexy, 80 
all-Americanly-erotic that some- 
how one is left untouched by all her 
near-naked encounters with outer- 
space protagonists. While I respect 
Vadim's desire to undress his wives 
on the screen, I only wish that they. 
could all be as striking and original 
as his first, Brigette Bardot. 

David Hemmings, who plays 2 
supposedly-comic outer space 
revo lutionist; merely demonstrates 
what money and Hollywood can do 
to a man's carreer: from "Blow-Up" 
to comic books in less than a year. 

” How depressing! 

While the costumes and sets are 
quasi-psychedilic enough to hold 
one's attention for about twenty min- 
utes, they soon become tiresome 
and contrived--long before the 
end of the movie (which is what 
one looks forward to, most of the 
time, for this particular movie). 

If you must see the film, don't 
miss the credits: the only thing 
really erotic in the entire film.

Hagbard and Signe, although 
just as had as"'Barbarella," is 
mi ° more amusing to watch--most- 
ly because it tries to be dead serious 
without success, the result being 
quite funny in its way. The film is 
little more than a second-rate 
Swedish western, with a corny 
"Romeo & Juliet angle" thrown in, 
The script is at times embarrass- 
ingly bad: the battle scenes are 
stagey and unrealistic; heads fly 
off (like cocoanuts) with one tap 
of a sword, blood flows like tap 
water; it looks as if the editor 
just missed having enough usable 
film to hold continuity. 

Why, then, is this film such a 
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huge success--still running in New 
York after nine months? The 
answer is, once again, NUDITY 
--and mostly male. Hagbard-- 
young, blond, and studdish-- 

is seen in an almost constant state 
of undress throughout the film; 
and so is most of the remaining 
male cast. They are all so beef- 
cakey good looking that one 
immediately realizes that they are 
representing a lot more than just 
angry young Swedes interested in 
avenging their father's death. 
Some scenes are as if right out 

of a Warhol film:thirty young men 
returning from battle, hot and 
sweaty, bathing and frolicking in 
a large sauna bath, or getting 
ready for bed in their large 
barricks-type bedroom. 

The most ridiculous, and 
funniest, scene clinches the whole 
affair. Hagbard, who has been 
trying to think of a way to sneak 
back unnoticed to rescue his love 
from her family who has sworn 
to kill him if he ever steps foot on 
their fort, suddenly gets a real 
brainstorm—he wilt go in drag 
(in DRAG?) and-reseue her . 
without being recognized. I. 
should hardly expect that even 
the producer would expect you to 
take this seriously, but nobody 
in the audience laughed, 
and Cedrone (in the Evening Sun) - 
said, "It is far superior to all of 
Bergman's work. " Incredible! 

In that scene, by the way, @ 
maid recognizes Hagbard and sum- 
mons an army of young studs to 
break into the young lover's 
room and kiil htm. Signé, of course 
won't hear of this and throws 
herself nude in front of Hagbard to” 
protect him--much to her father's 

shock and embarrassment But 
even this does not save him, and 
he is hung, moments later, on 
her parents’ front lawn. And Signe 
does what every young lover 
Should do in Such a Case: stabs 
herself so she can join him in 
the happy hunting ground.

When commercial movie-going 
gets this bad, it is comforting to 
seek out, and enjoy, some of the 
really insane old movie musicals 

that make most of today's 
multi-million-dollar spectaculars 
look shoddy by comparison, One 
such forgotten classic was recent- 
ly shown on TV, and it was great 
to see it once again. The Girl 
Can't Help It is to the fifties 

what the'Gold-diggers" series 

was to the thirties--an unbelievable 
Period Musical that brings back 
nearly fogotten golden moments 

in screen trashiness. 

"The Girl Can't Help It" has a 
cast that almost defies enumeration: 
Jayne Mansfield, Little Richard, 
Fats Domino, Gene Vincent and the 
Bluecapps, and «ountless other pop 
groups from the late fifties. 

Jane, one of the mest widely 
known and seldom seen stars in 
history (she was decapitated in an 
auto accident with an unidentified 
twenty year old chauffeur on the way 
to a used car lot opening) gives 
it All She's Got in this film, playing 
--who else but--herself as 
"the darling of the juke box set." 
She also looks her best--breasts like 
pumpkins, and her waist the size 
of a quarter (I have heard that she 
had two of her ribs removed for this 
film).

The Student has become a reactionary force within the

the search for humanity through revolt is not confined to 
the Student, for it is only in revolution that we 
begin to create liberated space in which to discover 
what freedom really means. there is no real freedom 
within the system: a cancer that must invade and 
destroy every space that it discovers, only in this 
way CAN IT LIVE. we are all colonized people, 
invaded by this creeping amerikanism that destroys 
everything thit would be free. 


the revolutionary struggle is the search for identity of 
man, we are men and as men we are revolutionaries. 
if you're afraid to die as men then you will be afraid 
to live as men- there is nothing the pig wants more 
than for you to psychologically deny your own right 
to live the lives you want. follow your father & 
you follow death 

because there is nothing in the quality of piglife here in 
this country thet is worth living for - unless you 
equate your existence with so many tons of steel 
and pop-top aluminum cans & only if your vision 
of another life is based on someone else's treatises, 

words. 


at the same tlme berkeley, as a melting pot, is ina 
unique position; in the last six years it has developed 
into a center of revolt, wedged between the dying 
hip-digger communalism of SF & the revolutionary 
black people of oakland, 


& the potentiality of this synthesis, of hip, black and

fears, the multidimensional struggle which attacks °

revolutionary life is full time, total intense life with the 
people and within the style that allows us to expand 
internally while discarding the remnants of the 
external controls of society. the objects of our 
struggle are increasing the meaning of every act we 
make to feel our new freedom enough to die for it 
at any time, while we are shucking off the sterile 
style of the middle class, we kill a part of our past 

a part that has needed to die for a long time, that death 
is a joy because it leaves room for creation, for 
experiencing capabilities, and those capabilities 
we share through the strength of many. as we 
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OLD PEOPLE IN THE STREETS 


of showing active support. He suggested showing up in 
court and expressing concurrence. The police had de- 
cided not to make any arrests inside the hall. But the 
crowd was amiable and everyone enjoyed the multitude 
of rumors circulating throughout the evening. It wasn't 
until we left the hall that the people galvanized them- 
selves into that miraculous and blindly brilliant social 
phenomenon--the crowd--and, for the short time it took 
to go from church door to car door, controlled their 
street. 


Monday 


The streets were occupied by different crowds at 
different times on Monday--during the day by white peo- 
ple supporting the Catonsville Nine, and at night by black 
people dumping on George Wallace. During the daylight 
hours, demonstrators and police faced each other with 
the exaggerated civility of two men standing in the door- 
way, each insisting that the other precede him through 
the door. This manic amiability prevailed as long as 
sunlight and television cameras shone on a predominantly 
white crowd, But after dark, a different crowd--mostly 
Negroes leaving a Wallace rally they had been disrupting 
--was dispersed with police dogs and galloping horses. 

The morning march started in Wyman Park near the 


Johns Hopkins University and far from downtown Balti- 
more; they marched 29 blocks to the south and War Mem- 
orial Plaza. There were about 2000 people in Wyman Park 
ahd we accreted 1000 more on the way. 


truly human strength, without pep pills and geritol. 
we approach our task with humor balanced with 
daring, adventure, and calculation, demonstrating 
our will to advance our struggle with our lives. 

the struggle must take place on many levels 


there is no tactic, no formula which can sum up the totality 


of our struggle 


if there were, then we could immediately see the falseness 


of all that we do. in this respect a false argument 
has emerged about whether we should engage in 
street actions and mass rallies, or conversely 

that we should engage in clandestine, terroristic 
actions exclusively. 


either position by itself is obviously false because it 
limits the possibilities of the revolution, when 
our real function is to expand it, &the real 
motivation for the argument is the fear & 
egoism of the contestors, who seek to portray 


themselves as the "real leaders" of the Revolution. 


there are no theoretical coalitions: revolutionarie 
will meet and fight and die together within the 
struggle. If there is going to be any student-wor- 
ker alliance, then it will be formed (as clearly 
seen in france) not in the factories but on the 
streets, or not at all. if poor whites & middle 
class hippies are going to come together as in 
chicago berkeley and YU it will be in the streets. 
if there is going to be a true working alliance 
with blacks, then it will come from the common 
struggle in the streets. the streets are where 
we will confront the man & where the struggle 
will become clear - theoretically as well as 
tactically. theory is not separate from life 

we need space to create the existence we want to live 
& in the streetswe learn the man isn't going to 
give up space- because the existence of an 
alternate life is a threat to his piglife. 


we must learn the lessons of those whom we see struggling 
alongside us: we must inhibit the mind-destructive 


use of hard drugs & develop a complex series of 
underground organizations, relationships and 
activities to prevent us from being over-visible 
to the man & therefore limited in what we can do. 
without underemphasizing the visible forms, we 
must also broaden the scope and the base of the 
struggle, & we must make it clear by our actions 
that we do not merely support the black struggle 
or Huey Newton. support is a copout for. liberals; 
like buying bandaids for wounded revolutionaries. 
we don't support anyone else's struggle, because 
we have our own struggle to fight, our own 
battles and our own victims as well. to us 
Huey is human, is flesh & blood & he can fight 
against the pig system, then all of us who are . 
flesh & blood can fight against it too.... but only 
if we liberate ourselves from the system & 
BEGIN to struggle against it on every conceivable 
level, 


this year especially it is important to distinguish people 


by their deeds (rather than their rhetoric or 
ideology); amerika is going to try to absorb the 
energy of revolution by making it a fad, a fashion. 
already we see it in the ads and in the articles - 
the revolution in dacron, the dodge revolt.& up 
-against-the-wall fall fashions for college chicks, 
already they attempt to make everything we have 


done meaningless by making it banal, by reducing; 
it to the terms of the rest of their pigshit culture, 
but our will and our desire will never be assi mi- 


lated, never absorbed, because the ends of our 


Hecklers appeared out of windows and restaurant 
doors on our route, some acting out elaborate ritual 
hangings and haircuts to scare us. The most interesting 
heckler was an old man in a flannel bathrobe and terry- 
cloth slippers, who stood on his porch with his hands 
wrapped around a post, yelling, "It wouldn't hurt you to 
die for your country." 

"Fuck over the old people, '' was the crowd's re- 
sponse. 

The police were benign, though they sported 3-foot 
riot batons and chemical MACE, and wore royal blue 
helmets. They were extremely anxious over a suggestive 
item appearing in a widely circulated Baltimore Free 
Press mimeoed sheet, "PIGGY NEWS FLASH." The item 
read, ‘Watch today as two severed hogs' heads are im- 
paled on spikes and carried up the steps of the Post Of- 
fice and burned in effigy. These Baltimore Free Pigs, 
named LAW and ORDER respectfully, request your body." 
However, the architect of the plan was unable to procure 
the necessary skulls. 

The march, consequently, was characterized by 
great boredom highlighted by flashes of ennui. This is 
partly due to the saturation of holy people (priests and 
nuns) and old liberals, and partly by the refusal of the 
police to define anything as civil disobedience. After 100 
marchers girded themselves for storming the sidewalk in 
front of the courthouse where the Nine were being tried, 
the police stole their fire by helping them onto the side- 
walk and organizing them into a peaceful circular march. 

Later, far away and separate, 600 or 700 blacks 
and 150 to 200 whites ranged through the Baltimore 
Civic Center where George Wallace was holding his ral- 
ly. They danced through the aisles and ran shrieking 
through the lobbies, chanting, "Say it loud, I'm black 
and I'm proud, "' and "Wallace killed his wife. '' The 8000

we must never trust the mass media, media is the 
eyes and the ears of the bourgoisie 
searching us out so they can destroy us. media is the 
lies and distortions of the pigs who seek to 
confuse and divide us, to set brother against 
brother by magnifying little differences. & 
finally media is the system's ultimate weapon 
_ for destroying us, by absorbing our energies, 
by misdirecting them, by chaneling the energy 
that should be out on the streets inte the press 
conferences and tv shows. beware the messages 
of the beast 
he speaks with a forked tongue. 


if we are truly revolutionary then we will begin to 
find ways to control the places we live & 
gather (Haight or Telegraph or St. Marx...or 
Mt. Vernon Place or Charles Village); we will 
find means of mass expression and demonstration 
which come into increasingly radical, violent 
conflict with the forces that attempt to suppress 
us; we will constantly seek to increase & expand 
the movement in every way possible. but we 
will also recognize the changed times and con- 
ditions which we now face & the necessity for 
developing forms for the actual physical 
struggle that will ultimately determine the 
fate of the revolution. & in this respect, we 
must now begin to experiment with & develop 
forms for secretive activity, but all of this 
must follow directly from our basic revolutionary 
perspective: we create freedom by capturing

Wallace people there were frightened and didn't beat any- 
one up. 

The police made few demands and few arrests, act- 
ing mainly as traffic cops for the chaos. When Wallace 
finished, demonstrators left the civic center, regrouped 
in the streets outside, and marched a couple of blocks 
yelling, “The streets belong to the people. '' They were 
met by police dogs, and the crowd dispersed into smaller 
groups. They had all been cleared off the streets within 
an hour. 

There were 18 arrests, and several people were 
beaten. At one point, some mounted police galloped their 
horses into a crowd, but that looked worse than it was-- 
no one was hurt. 

Tuesday 


400 demonstrators marched to the Customs House, 
where Baltimore's draft records are kept, and presented 
officials there with a coffin, symbolizing death in Vietnam 
and the American ghettoes. The officials gave them a 
receipt which read, "Received, October 8, 1968, 1 
coffin, ' Then the demonstrators broke up into small 
groups to seek out individual members of the draft boards 
and harrangue them to resign. There have been no reports 
yet of any resignations. 

The police in Baltimore, all in all, have been per- 
fect gentlemen. This has resulted in a feeling of dullish 
insignificance among the more revolutionary revolution- 
aries. And there was a suspicion that the cops had somehovy 
tricked us out of those beatings and gassings which we 


have come to regard as our right as radicals
